Birmingham, Ala., July 26.+()— 
In the face of threats-that he “would 
get tato trouble,” Solicitor Jim Davis, 
of ‘Jefferson county, today conducted 
a grand jury investigation into the 
flogging two weeks ago of Arthur 
Hitt, negro, who is said to have been 
frightened tnto disposing of a tract 
of valuable land for a small sum. 

The hearing, conducted in strict se- 
crecy, opened at noon, and after hear- 
ing severnl witnesses, recessed “sub- 
ject to call” without returning any in- 
dictments. Solicitor Davis said the 
body would probably meet again 
Thursday, or next Tuesday, and reit- 
erated tonight that he had sufficient 
evidence to indict the men who 
whipped Hitt. 

The grand jury convened today 
shortly after Solicitor Davis made 
uublic a signed statement in which 
* said two men, one of them “an 
officer of the Ku Klux Klan,” had 
threatened him with trouble” if he 
continued his prosecution of the ne- 
gro’s alleged floggers. 

Solicitor Warned. 

The solicitor’s statement said that 
the men told him that W. J. Worth- 
ington, who is showa on the ecouty 
real estate transfer records as the pur- 
chaser of Hitt’s land, “was innocent” 
of any wrong in connection with the 
flogging aad that I must lay off him, 
or that I would get into trouble.” 

Following the alleged effort to in- 
timidate him, Solicitor Davis said, he 
immediately called a special session of 
the Jefferson county grand jury for 
Tuesday, August 2, “when these two 
men will be given an opportunity to 
tell what they kaow about the whip- 
ping of Hitt.” 

Shortly before the grand jury con- 
vened today Hitt was reported to have 
disappeared and the solicitor sent dep- 
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ties in search of him. He was found | 
living with his wife on a small plot | 
of ground near his former farm.

The classification tax bill, intro- 
duced by Representative Doyal, of 
Floyd county, was voted to be favor- 


day night by the committee on con- 
stitutional amendments. Action of the 
committee was unanimous. 

The measure, if passed, will ,em- 
power the general assembly to classi- 
fy property for taxation and to adopt 
different rates and methods for dif- 
ferent classes of property and to 
segregate different classes of property 
for state and local taxation. The maxi- 
/mum rate upon intangible property, 
| which shall include money, corpora- 
tion stocks and bonds, bills and ac- 
counts receivable, mortgages and oth- 
er evidence of indebtedness, leaseholds 
and other choses in action, shall not 
exceed 10 mills per dollar for all pur- 
poses. 

Taxes upon intangibles classified 
for tax. under the provision of the 
bill, shall be pro rated 50 per centum 
to state and one-fifth per centum to 
be distributed among local taxation 
units as the general assembly  pro- 
vides. 

The lint of 10 mills shall not ap- 
ply to franchise of public service and 
utility corporations, according to the 
proposed measure. 

The committee was unanimous in 
its action on the favorable passage of 
the*Doyal bill after the representative 
from Floyd explained the advantages 
of the classification. 

War Veteran Exemption. 

A public hearing was held on a 
bill drawn by Representative Still, of 
Fulton, calling for an amendment to 
the constitution to authorize the ex- 
emption of veterans of all wars in 
which the United States has partici-! 
pated, and their widows, from the pay- 
ment of any oecupation or business 
tax, and from the payment of ad va- 
lorem taxes on property owned by 
them not exceeding $3,000 in value. 

A large delegation of members of 
the Spanish war veteran organization 
and its auxiliary appeared before the 
committee in support of the measure. 
Among the advocates who spoke for 
the bill were Sam C. Crane, a member 
of the legislative committee of the 
U. S. W. V.; John L. Cone and John 
Y. Haunson, leaders in the U. S. W. 
VY. cireles, and others. 

The committee voted to report the 
bill back to the house with the recom- 
mendation that it do not pass and an 
adverse report will be filed today in 
the house.

Commissioners who have returned

Commissioner Bellows explained | 
that “a very large number of the sta- 
tions have not been holding to their 
proper wave length. And if such sta- 
tions have not corrected the departure 
by August 15, we shall refuse to re- 
new the station’s license to operate 
and the owners of such stations make 
themselves liable to a $5,000 fine and 
imprisonment if they do not close 
down. 

“I believe that a considerable num- 
ber of stations are going to be’ caught 
by the new policy, Our reports indicate 
that a considerable group of even the 
largest stations have been off their 
wave length persistently. during re- 
cent weeks. 

“Further, when t's commission re- 
news licenses August 15 it will be 
only for a 60-day period since it is 
our intention to keep control of the 
broadcasting situation. 

“The places of the stations that may 
be dropped under the ruling will not 
be filled by the issuance of permits to 
new stations. The reduction in the 
number of broadcasting establishments 
will all operate to improve radio sery- 
ice and reduce congestion and inter- 
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ference, which is in the ypublie in- 
terest.”
